DEPUTATION TO H. Tee 


A deputation, consisting of Hon. P. 
eRyrie, Hon O. P. Chater, Hon, Wong 


Shing, Messrs Granville Sharp, F. P. | 


Foster, E, 2. Belilios, Wai Yuk, Leung 
On, Wong Shi Tui, Woo Lin Yuen, ‘Li 
Shing Chan, and Kwan I, waited upon flis 
Excelloncy the Acting Governor to-doy in 
tho Council Chamber, to present the 
memorial which hay been signed by -a large 
number of residunts, begging the Govern- 
ment to postpone the consideration of the 
Public Health Bill in the Legislative Coun~ 
cil till next session, . There were also pre- 
pent; the Hon. F, Stewart, Acting Colonial 
Sveretary, and Hon, A. P. Mackwen. 
Hon. Mr Ryrie—Your. Excellency has 
kindly given us this appointment with you 
to-day in ragard to the Bill which it is pro- 
posel to pass hero called the. Public 
Health Bill, This Bill is one which 
most materially afoets property in this 
Colony. It affects not only a ‘large 
number of the Chinese, but it also affects 
the Europeans: “There ara .a number of 
awoeping Olauses ‘iw this Bill, whieh I am 
perfectly certain would be very injarious 
to the owners of property. The Ohiness 
members of the community . particularly 
are very much alarmed about it.. They’are 
beginning to say, {We como to. Hongkong, 
we inveated our. money in landed property 
and we thought that while there under the 
protection of Hor Majesty’s Government 
our property would not be interferad with.’ 
Now we have a Bill which materially inter- 
* farea with property; and I believe the 
Chinese sre. beginning to, think that it 
would be better for them if th y .went 
“back under the Government of .China, 
Now this is a very deplorable state 
“of things that we should get into..
